This Variety in the Means is a greater Evidence 


that their End is the ſame, vis. To commend them- 


ſelves to every Man's Conſcience in the Sight — 
God, than if there was no Variety. Where Re- 
ligion is a meer Piece of Craft, made to bend to 
ſome ſecular Intereſt or Views; a common In- 
tereſt will turn all their religious Practices into 
one common Stream. But it is not often, if 


ever ſo, where Sentiment and Principle govern. 
Here Conſcience itſelf will (agreeable, and in 
Proportion to their different Sentiments) fling 


_ then into different Paths. So that this Variety

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fect Chriſtians. To ſee Men approaching this 


ſame Deity, thro' the ſame Mediator, and by 


the promiſed Aid of the ſame divine Spirit, un- 
deꝛr a conſcientious Variety in other Things, ſhews 


the Power of religious Principles, an inward Re- 


verence of Deity, and an holy Solicitude for the | 


Divine Acceptance, in a much more convincing 


Manner, than to ſee the Reſt like ſo many Sheep 


or Beaſts, following blindly or ſecurely the fit 
in the Flock or Herd. It is but like the agree- 
able Variation in Features and Complexions, in 


Voice and Geſtures among Men: While the 
great diſtinguiſhing Lines of Humanity appear 
one and the ſame in the whole Species. A dull 
Uniformity under differing Sentiments looks 
more like a State of Vaſſalage and Slavery, than 

Chriſtian Liberty. 
Chriſtians or Proteſtants is not the Thing that 
hurts them. It is the lording it over one ano- 
ther's Faith and Practice; the judging and de- 
Ipiling one another, on the Account of theſe dif- 
fering Sentiments and Practices that threatens us. 


Meer Diſtinction among 


And Uncharitableneſs and Pride are the inward 
Springs of this Cenſoriouſneſs and Contempt, 
- with which ſuch Chriſtians load one another. 
Did they love their Brethren as themſelves, 


they would be more candid in judging them; 


did they think of others more h:ghly than them- 


. ſelves, they would not deſpiſe thoſe who differ 


| from them. Ibo is 0 wiſe Man, and endued 
with Knowledge among ſt us? Let him ſhew out 


of a good Converſation his Works with MEEK- = 
NEss of Wiſdom. But if we have bitter enoymg 
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and frife in our Hearts, let us not glory, nor lye 


againſt the Truth. J. bis Wiſdom deſcendeth not 


from above, but is earthly, ſenſual, deviliſh, For 


here Envy and Strife is, there is Confuſion or 
Tumult, and every evil Wark; even ſuch as will 


rend and tear the Members of Chriſt's Church, 
and at length leave them a Prey to the common 


Enemy. 
I0 corroborate wht I fay, let us hear the 
prophetic Warnings of two very eminent Men in 


their Way, a Stateſman and a Divine, the fa- 


-mons De Wits, and Archbiſhop Uſher. 


The former introduces his Prediction with 3 


lively Parable, taken from the lofty Trees and 
low Shrubs; one repreſenting the ambitious and 


covetous among Chriſtians; the other, ſuch as 


are careful and laborious. 

Our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, ant til Diſciples, 
fays De Wits, have abundantly taught, and by 
their Lives and Death confirm'd to us this Truth : 


That Men, without any Regard either to Sove- 


_ reign or Subject, ought not to compel one another 
exteriorly to do or not to do any Thing, but to 
perſuade by Argument, and convince them by 


. good Examples of Life, to the end that What 
they do may be done willingly and with a free 


Heart: We ſce nevertheleſs, that the mighty 
Roman Emperors and their great Subjects would 
give ſo little ear to this good Reaſon and Juſtice 
of thoſe weak Men, but powerful Teachers, that 


within the firſt three hundred Years, they nine 


| ſeveral Tirnes cruelly perſecuted thoſe patient and 


; virtyous C Chriſtians, and, as much as in them lay,

peror to take away from the Heathens their Tem-

ſo reaſonable and virtuous Chriſtians, during their 


low and perſecuted Condition, truly converted 
an incredible Number of Heathens and Jes tao 
the Chriſtian Faith meerly by Force of Truth, 


which they confirm'd by their good Lives, and 
by Conſtancy in all their Sufferings, without ever 


making uſe of any Violence whatſoever; but that 


by the Means of the firſt Chriſtian Emperor Con- 


antine, they were no ſooner grown over the 


Heads af thoſe of the other Perſuaſion, but they 


contented themſelves no longer with being favou- 


red by the temporal Power more than the Hea- 


bens and Fews were, but contrary to all good 


Reaſon, and t Dadirioe of the primitive Chri- 


ap the ſecond Chriſtian Em- 


ples, and to forbid them the Exerciſe of their 


Religion upon Pain of Death. And ſoon after, 
thoſe Roman Emperors having embraced the che 2 
ſtian Faith, fent Commands to all their Gover- 
nors to drive away the Teachers or Prieſts of the 


Heathens out of the whole Roman Empire, and 
to burn all their Books that were written in De- 


5 fence of Pag miſm, or n the Faith of the Chri-

chat teaches us to ſuffer in Patience, and uſe no 
Violence to others, but to perſuade by Arguments 4 
thoſe whom we mean to convert, that they had 
no ſooner got rid of their Pagan and Ferwiſh Op- 
poſers, but they turn'd themſelves againſt all 


other Teachers and their Aſſemblies; who tho? 
they did not agree with them in every Point of 


Doctrine, where nevertheleſs more zealous and 
better Chriſtians than thoſe Court Biſhops them 
ſelves; who, in Oppoſition to all other Teachers 


that differ'd from them both in Life and Doc- 


trine, and by conſequence ſeem'd to reprove and 


rebuke them for theirs, and that they might have 
a fair Pretence of perſecuting, baniſhing and put- 


ting them to death, did from time to time, under 


the Emperors Favour and Protection, ſummon 


Councils to meet and judge the Differences be- 
tween them; and which were always compoſed 


of ſuch Biſhops and Members, as would not fail 
to condemn as Schiſmaticks wh Hereticks, and 
baniſh out of the Roman Empire, all ſuch Chri- 


ſtians as theCourtBiſhops pleaſed to direct them. 
Which Perſecution of Heriticks, under the 


Name of Manichees, Donatiſts, Arians, Novas 


tians, Macedonians, Pelagians, Neftorians, Eu 
tychians, and many others, continu'd ſo long a- 
mong the Chriſtians of the Eaſt, that that Empire 
became thereby ſo weak, that at length thoſe lofty 


Perſecutors, and the low Chriſtians whom they 
would have rooted out, were attacked by a great- 

er Power, and fell moſt of them into the Hands

degrees to that height, that like ſtubborn Nor- 
thern or German Oaks, and contrary to all good 


Reaſon and Truth, they perſecuted and drove 


by force out of their Countries and Cities all other 


Reformers who any way differ d from their o- | 


inions. In like manner too, after this, the Engliſi

« Andevery one rn that the Reform dChri- 
ſtians in theſe Netherlands, have, under ſeveral 
Names, gone thro' and ſuffer'd dreadful Per- 
ſecutions that the Popes and Spaniſh Prieſts in- 
flicted on them: nor ought we to be ignorant 
that ſome of thoſe who had the good fortune, like 
Flemiſh Poplars, to outſtrip the other Trees, have 5 
almoſt all of them follow d the fame ſteps, and 
contrary to the Religious Peace which they had 
ſolemnly ſworn to obſerve, firſt to forbid the 
Maſs, and then, under the Name of Hereticks or 
4 dangerous Innovators, hinder'd the Aſſemblies of 
ſuch as difter'd in the leaſt from their Opinions, 
as the Socinians, Remonſtrants, Cartefians, and 


others; and by that means drove all the Inhabi- 


tants of thoſe Perſwafions out of theſe Countries 
as it has been ſeen in 1578, 1618, 1673, and | 
in the following Years.” 
| « Now from all theſe Perſecutions of theſe hack

He foretold (ſays Dr. Bernard) the Rebellion in 
Ireland forty Years before it came to paſs, with 


the very Time in which it ſhould break forth. In 


the Year 1601, preaching before the State of 


Dublin, in his Application he mourned over that 


Toleration which was juſt then allowed to the 
Popiſh Jaolatry, * and alluding to Ezek. iv. 6. con- 


cerning the Prophets hearing the Iniquity of Ju- 


dah forty Days, the Lord therein appointing him 


a Day for a Year, He made then this direct Ap- 
plication in relation to that Conni vance of Pope- 


ry, viz. From this Year will I reckon the Sin of” 


Ireland, that thoſe whom you now embrace ſhall 


be your Ruin, and you ſhall bear this Iniquity.
